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ABSTRACT
The nature and magnitude of the drug use and

illinquency problem among youth living in Wyoming's Wind River Indian
Reservation area were investigated in Nay 1972. A drug user was
defined as any student who used marijuana or any other drug for
pleasure or kicks during the preceding year. A self- report
questionnaire was administered to 456 male and 391 female students at
Lander Valley High School and Wind River High School. Some findings
were: (1) 79.8 percent of the males and 81.1 percent of the females
had used neither marijuana nor other drugs during the past year; (2)

1.1 percent of the males and 2.3 percent of the females had used
other drugs but not marijuana; (3) 12.5 percent of the males and 7.7
percent of the females had used marijuana but not other drugs; and
(4) 6.6 percent of the males and 9.0 percent of the females had used
both marijuana and other drugs. This data book consists of 87 tables
of data giving the responses to questionnaire items by drug and sex.
Levels of significance are indicated below the tables when the
differences existing in the response distribution have a probability
of less than 5 in 100 of being attributable to chance. (WQ)
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.PREFACE

The information presented in this data book was obtained

in the process of an investigation into the nature and magni-

tude of the delinquency problem among youth living in the Wind

River Indian Reservation area of Wyoming. The data were obtained

through the use of a self-report questionnaire administered

to the students of Lander Valley High School and Wind River

High School in May of 1972. The data collection was funded

by the Governor's Planning Committee on Criminal Administration,

Grant Number 72-Z-77-002, and this data book has been prepared

Lndor orant Number 72A-02-002 from that agency.

The tables contain responses to questionnaire items by

drug use and sex. A drug user here is defined as any student

who used marijuana or any other drug for pleasure or kicks

during the year preceding the administration of the question-

natra. The Lutal sample oansists of 456 males and 391 females.

Of the males, 79.8% had used neither marijuana nor Othor drugs

during the. past year, 1.1% had used other drugs but not mart

Juana, 12.5% had used marijuana but not other drugs, and 6.6%

had 'inert both marijuana and other drugs.

marijuana and other drugs. 3ecause of the small number of

persons in some of these drug use categOriee it was necessary

to categorize the students simply as drug users or non-users

in the data analysis. For the same reason it was not possible

to analyze the data in terms of frequency of drug use.

Levels of significance are indicated below the tables only

when the differences that exist in the distribution of responses

by drur use have a probability of less than five inane hundred

of being attributable to chance. The number of responses

varies somewhat from table to table because a few respondents

failed to answer some of the questions and because only students

who had drunk an alcoholic beverage during the year preceding

the administration of the questionnaire were asked to answer

certain questions concerning alcohol use.
